Food  Poisoning  at  Pontyclun 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of  fooc  poisoning 
at  Pontyclun  Infants  and  Junior  Mixed  School.  This  outbreak  was  on  a 
considerable  scale  and  involved  mainly  children  ranging  from  five  to 
twelve  years  in  age.  It  was  interesting  epidemiologically  because  of 
the  large  number  of  cases  occurring  in  a virtually  closed  community 
and  the  presence  of  two  pathogenic  organisms. 

A Christmas  party  was  held  in  the  school  on  Thursday  10th  December, 
1959  at  which  approximately  270  children  attended  and,  as  a little  of 
the  surplus  food  was  taken  to  various  homes  afterwards,  it  was  estimated 
some  280  persons  were  exposed  to  risk.  The  food  consumed  at  the  party 
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which  was  likely  to  cause  infection  consisted  of  cream  cakes,  sand- 
wiches and  trifles.  The  bacteriological  report  on  samples  of  these 
foods  showed  that  the  trifles  were  contaminated  with  Salmonella  typhi 
murium  (phage  type  2c)  and  Salmonella  thompson  (phage  type  4).  No 
pathogens  were  isolated  from  the  other  foods. 

A total  of  223  ceases  occurred  from  Friday  11th  December  to  21st  * ] 
December,  1959*  The  average  time  interval  between  ingestion  of  the 
food  to  the  onset  of  symptoms  was  26  hours,  ranging  from  8 hours  to 
78  hours.  The  main  symptom  was  diarrhoea  (96.4^  of  cases)  associated  i 
with  vomiting,  abdominal  colic  and  headache,  in  that  order  of  frequency. 
Varying  degrees  of  delirium  were  reported  in  42.6^  and  muscular  pains 
in  28.95°  cf  cases.  In  general  the  illness  was  very  severe  and  25 
children  were  admitted  to  hospital.  In  spite  of  the  severity,  there 
were  no  fatalities. 

Histories  vier^  obtained  from  262  persons  with  at  least  one  faecal  ] 
swab  from  each.  The  following  is  a summary  of  the  swab  results: 

Positive  Salmonella  typhimurium  131 

Positive  Salmonella  thompson  27  I 

Positive  Salmonella  typhimurium  and  thompson  42 

Negative  62 

Chat  of  thw  200  positive  swab  results,  only  29  persons  said  they 
did  not  cat  trifle,  and  of  these  it  was  reasonable  to  assume  that  14 
contracted  the  infection  r'8  a result  of  direct  contact  with  a case  in 
the  same  household.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  the  mode  of  infec- 
tion in  the  remaining  15  persons,  but  it  is  known  that  one  tray  of 
trifles  were  damp;:  1 by  crushing  and  it  could  be  that  some  of  the  other  j 
food  was  contaminated  in  this  way. 

The  amount  of  trifle  eaten  bore  no  relationship  to  the  severity 
of  the  infection.  To  take  two  extreme  examples,  in  one,  who  had  only 
a "lick",  the  symptoms  were  severe  and  in  the  other,  who  eat  at  least 
3 whole  trifles,  there  were  no  symptoms,  although  one  positive  swab 
was  obtained. 

The  positive  swabs  persisted  for  some  time.  On  December  30th, 
1959,  there  remained  127  positives  an1  by  21st  March,  i960,  seven 
positive  cases  were  s.till  known.  The  last  case  finally  gave  a negative] 
swab  on  11th  May,  i960  - six  months  after  infection. 

All  the  food  was  prepared  uid  supplied  by  a firm  from  another 
district  and  I understand  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  concerned,  j 
who  made  detailed  and  prolonged  investigations,  that  the  most  likely 
source  of  infection  was  from  frozen  liquid  egg.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  trifles  contained  no  synthetic  cream,  a common  carrier  j 
of  salmonella  organisms,  but  were  made  from  cake  crumbs,  Merjell,  a 
proprietary  jelly  preparation,  and  custard.  It  would  seem  likely  the 
organisms  were-  introduced  into  the  trifles  by  using  an  utensil  which 
had  probably  contained  liquid  frozen  egg,  which  although  washed  in  the 
usual  way,  still  harboured  salmonella.  Storage  of  the  trifles  in  the 
warmth  of  the  bakery  overnight  and  in  the  headmaster's  study  on  the  day 


m 


of  the  party  made  them  highly  suitable  for  the  growth  of  the  organisms. 


The  compulsory  pasteurisation  of  $11  liquid  frozen  egg  appears 
to  be  the  only  sure  way  of  eliminating  this  source  of  infection,  but 
until  the  practical  difficulties  have  been  solved,  the  risk,  however  small, 
remains .
